San Francisco, Cal.—A company on 
lower Sacramento street manufactures 
gunny b ags on the sit of old Fort Gun­ 
nyb ags, of sinister memory in the stir­ 
ring gold-rush days at the threshold 
of San Francisco’s history.

Gunnyb ags 
was 
the 
ptace 
where the v igilantes hanged criminals 
in 1851, when, for a few months, these 
dispensers of sum m ary justice had en­ 
tire control of the city. The year pre­ 
ceding had b een lawless, and the his 
tories say that 100 m urders had gone 
unpunished. 
T he v igilance committee was 
or 
ganized, enrolling 5,000 men on a mili­ 
tary plan. Arms were seized from the 
state. 
Sacks were filled with sand and 
filled high in a b uilding, ov er which 
guns were mounted—hence Fort Gun- 
u.\ b ags.
